ed, as an invariable rule of action, first to re 
move the missionaries, ami not to interfere with 
any citizen of the county, whatever his opinions 
or doctrines might be, unless be went so far as to 
extend active aid or defense to these missionaries, 
thus identifying himselt with the enemies qf the 
peace and security of our community. Which 
determination has been proclaimed in the most 
public manner, and has been, and will be, rigidly 
adhered to. 

On Monday , the B~ tli ult., a portion of the 
committee repaired to Bcrea tor ihe purpose of 
removing Hanson, one of these missionaries who 
had returned after having once left, and there 
met with a man named Haley aud one named 
Bland understood to be the most active of the 
sympathizers and who had made repeated threats 
of assassination, etc. A conversation enaued 
which resulted in the parties shaking hands and 
pariing with protestations of peace and good will 
on both sides. When immediately Haley and 
Blaad commenced raising a party for the attack, 
armed with guns, (the committee having with a 
few exceptions, only side arms) and attempted to 
cut off their return an hour or two afterwards 
by drawing up across their road, declaring their 
intention to rescue Hanson, whom they supposed 
the committee had arrested, and firing upou 
them wounding one man. The fire being return- 
ed by the committee, tbe Bereans retreated over 
a hill, in the direction of a log house. The 
committee remained upou the ground aud after 
consultation, being short of ammunition, depar 
ted tor their homes. 

To justify this treacherous and dastardly at 
tack, it is now alleged lhat the attack was made 
on account of the mistreatment by some of the 
committee of Mr. Geo. West, indecent language 
used in the presence of his daughters, and ihe 
rude and unauthorized searching of. tbe houses 
of Bereans. Mr. West is in poor health, and is 
of opiniou that be has but a short time lo live, 
and has sent us two messages requesting us to 
deny the statement, not wishing the sanction of 
his name lobe appended loso base a fabripation, 
but states, on the contrary, that those of tbe 
committee who came here behaved like genMe- 
meo. The committeemen, who arc men of un- 
doubted veracity, deny that they searched or 
even entered any house without the owner's con- 
sent, with one exception, and lhat was the house 
from which Hanson is believed to have fled, dis 
guised in woman's clothing, and from which 
house a shot had been fired at them; and there 
tbey offered no insult or aggravation of any 
kind. The committee slats that tbe worst lan- 
guage used, if not the worst they ever heard for 
obaccnity and | rofauitv, was used by some of tbe 
women of tbe place. 

The committee and citizens repaired to the 
place on the following day, but ihe attacking 
party had fled lo the woods. No violence ot 
any kind was perpetrated, except to break Han 
son's mill, so as to render it for tbe present use 
less, in which ihey believe themselves justified. 
The whole of the attacking party have been no- 
tified to leave except one old man, who. being 
very penitent, was excused. 

The whole proceedings of this committco have 
been characterized by the greatest moderation, 
patience, and forbearance, under circumstances 
of the greatest and most trying provocation — 
The committee have been sustained and sup- 
ported in their action by the citizens of the coun- 
ty with a unanimity heretofore unexampled. — 
They have been reported from time to lime to 
public meetings, on public days, at the court- 
house; and in every instance their action has 
been unanimously approved. The meeting on 
Mondav, April 2d, when all the recent acts were 
reported, was one of the largest we ever saw 
convened at the court house, and the approval 
unanimous Many of the charges against the 
committee, such as a design to assassinate citi- 
zens and excite civil war, arc too absurd and 
ridiculous to require denial much leaa refutation. 

This committee, in all tbey have done or may- 
do, merely act as the organ ot the county, and 
whenever they cease to occupy that position they 
will cease to exist.

James Kirke Paulding, long celebrated ill lit 
erature and politics, died at Hyde Park. New 
York, on Wednesday evening last He was 
born at Pleasant Valley, Dutchess county, An 
gust 22, 1779, and had consequently reached the 
age of 81 si his demise. He was a contributor 
with the Irvings, to Salmagundi, in 1»07, ana at- 
tempted to revive it by himself, unsuccessfully, 
in )cil9. His early works were mostly satirical, 
and published annoymously, such as '• John Hull 
and Brother Jonathan," the "Lav of the Scotch 
Fiddle." "John Bull In America," &c. Hia 
political pamphlet "The United Slates and F.ng- 
land," being a defense of our country against 
the attack of the London Quarterly, in its review 
of Ingersoll's "Inchiquin Letter*, ' attracted tbe 
attention of President Monroe, and was the 
opening to his subsequent political career, 
though he had previously been connected with 
the public officers in Washington City. -A 
Sketch of Old England by a New Unglaud .Man," 
and "Letters from the South by a Northern 
Mao." are illustrative of scenery, men, and man- 
ners. In 1818 ho wrote "The Backwoodsman." 
his principal poem; his first novel was "Konigs- 
mark, or the Long Finne," mostly satrical.— 
"The Three Wise Men of Gotham," iu Ie26, 
I gave three good satires on Socialism Phrenol- 
ogy, and the legal maxim ol caveat emptor. — 
"The Traveler's Guide" was produced in 
1828, to burlesque guide books, and was very 
amusing. Tbe "Tales of tbe Good Woman" 
and "The Book of St. Nicholas" were his next 
works, and these were followed by "The Dutch 
man's Fireside" and "Westward llo!" His 
"Life of Washington," for .youthful readers, is 
the best ever presented to the public. "The Old 
Continental" and the "Puritan aud his Daugh 
ter" were his lastnovels. He wrote one come- 
dy, "The Bucktails, or Americans iu England," 
just after the close of the war He was a volu- 
minous essayist, but much of his force was de- 
stroyed by an irresistible tendency to irony. No 
one, however, has been more national as a wri- 
ter, and be found many themes for his pen at 
borne, from materials which did not seem to 
possess originality until he extracted a rich pro 
duct of humor and pleasant sarcasm from the 
mass. 

Wheu the Board of Navy Commissioners was 
established at the close of the war with Great 
Britain, he was appointed its Secretary ; but du 
ring tbe Administration of President Monroe he 
was appointed Navy Agent for the port of New 
York, and held that office under Adams and 
Jackson, and until he was called to tbe Van Bu 
ren Cabinet as Secretary of the Navy. On the 
4lh March, l-il, upon Hie accessiou of Harrison, 
he retired from public life, and has ever since 
resided at his romaulic villa in Hyde Park, en 
joying calm retirement, seldom visiting, and sur 
rounded by a family of grand children, until he 
"wrapped the drapery of his couch about him, 
and laid down to pleasant dreams."— IjouitciUe 
Journal. 



ACCIDENTAL Poisoni.no — A case of accidental 
poisoning occurred in this city on Wednesday 
morning, which endangered the lives of a large 
number of little children. A quantity of ar- 
senia had been purchased 10 destroy rats at the 
Orphan Asylum, which was mixed with meal 
upon a plate The matron being unwell thai 
morning directed one of the children to give 
out the breakfast. In so doing she ignorantly 
used tbe plate upon which tbe arsenic had been 
placed, in taking from a barrel tbe meal out of 
which lo make the bread. Twenty one children, 
together wiib the matron, partook ot tbe repast 
thus prepared, and all were at once seized with 
sickness and vomiting, some before leaving the 
table. Dr. J. C. Darby, ibe physician to the in 
stitution, was immediately called in, who ad 
ministered the proper antidotes, and by unremit 
tiug attention has fortunately succeeded in sav 
ing all who partook ol the poisoned food. This 
should serve as a warning to all, not to be dis- 
regarded, to exercise the greatest precaution 
in the use of poisons.

Tho following instructions are published for tbe La* 
formation and guidance of all associations desirous of 
entering tbe Kentucky SUtt Guards: 

1. The number of members of each association must 
be not less than forty; nor shall there be more than one ' 
hundred privates in each company: aad no member 
vhall be less than eighteen years of age — but existing 
companies are not necessarily restricted to the rainu- 
mum number mentioned* nor limited as to the age or 
iu members. 

ii. Before making an application to enter the Stale 
Guard, the written tenant of the County .fudge mu«t 
be procured, staling Uiul he give* his nauctiou to the f*r- | 
maiicin and application of the association or company 
3. ThU written consent of the County Judge, together 
with a list of members, inun he forwarded to the In- I 
spector General al Louisville, accompanied hy an appli- 
cation of the association or of the person represenitng 
them, slating that the members are qualified aud will 
uniform themselves, and desire to form pari of the Ken- 
tucky state Guard. 

4- The application will also designate a convenient 
place for i.r m '. will be accompanied by a list 
of the names of u << !'•■>- than three disinterested per- 
sons whom It Is desirable to have appointed Judges of 
ibe election. 

Tbe Inspector General will thereafter appoint the 
time and place of meeting for the purpose of choosing 
permanent officers, and of mustering tbe company into 
the State Guard; but the association 49 advised to effect, 
previous to such action, a temporary organization for 
Us own convenience. 

6. Members must vole by ballot, and not less than 
forty votes must be cast at the primary election ordered 
by the Inspector General; tbe result of which will be 
roported by the judge* of election to the mustering of- 
ficer. 

7. After the elec'.ion of officeri, the Inspector Gener- 
al, or other mustering officer, will require every mem 
ber to sign in bis presence, or to acknowledge the signa. 
ture of the following obligation, or one to lhat effect: 

**1 solemnly promise aud agree that 1 will honestly 
aud faithfully serve the Slate of Kentucky against all her 
enemies or oppose rs, and that 1 will do my utmost to 
support the Constitution and laws of the United Slates 
and of the State of Kentucky against all violence of 
whatsoever kind or description; and 1 further declare 
that 1 will well and truly execute und obey the legal 
orders of all officer* legully placed over me, when on 
duty.** • 

After not less than toftl m<-robcr4 have thus signed, 
the mustering officer shall raft the roll of Ihe members 
and declare the association a company of the Kentucky 
State Guard; after which he *ball transmit lo ihe officer 
froin whom be derived hia authority a certified copy of 
tin.- matte! roll, and shall also certify to the same author- 
it) tl.e names and rank of the officers elected, ami the 
date of their election. 

8. Afler tbe company has been mustered, the com* 
□landing officer shall make n requisition for th<- arms 
and equiqmeuts necessary for bis company; on which 
requisition shail be in lorsed the certificate of tbe Coun- 
ty Judge that It is made with bis consent.

He was particularly sue 
cessful with the Duke of Orleans, Louis Philippe, 
who, on meeting him one day in the Tuileries, 
said: ".Monsieur Coulon, you imitate me won- 
derfully. 1 was enabled to judge for myself yes- 
terday One small detail is only wanting for tbe 
completion of tbe portrait; but that, to an artist, 
like yourself, is an important one." "What, is 
it Mouseigneur?" asked Coulon, rather embar- 
rassed "I always wear this diamond in my ' 
crav.it," said the Duke; "permit me to offer it to 
you, that you may render the imitation perfect.'. 
And, unfastening the pin, he presented it to 
Coulon, whs bowed, and said: "Ab, Monseig- 
neur, your Royal Highness is too generous. As 
an imitator, I had onl y a right to paste." Coulon 
made his fortune- -thanks to his patronage. He 
married the daughter "l a Marseillais, Bernard, 
who irns a wholesale maker of shoes for the colo 
nies.of guns at St. Etienne, of flowers at Paris, 
who dressed leathers at St. (iermain, made china 
at \ illedieu, sugar at Sucy, and kirsch in tba 
Black Forest, lie formed the gaming house of 
Badrtji, Vienna and Paris. He possessed hotels, 
ehataau\, millions; lie escorted his wife to Long- 
champs in a gilded carriage drawn by snow-white 
horse- ; dined thirty parasites at his table daily, 
gave a million to his daughter as her marriage 
portion; ran through all his fortune, and invest 
cd the few crowns that remained to prevent him 
fromdvingiu a hospital
